NARRATIVE SUMMARY: 


On 1 August 1919, agg, wotor oilor "————— gam. Columbus, Ohio, 
was interviewed, concerning a space ship which he saw ir tho sky, and stated ir sub- 
stances $ 
On 31 Jul; 19L9, at approximately 1915 hours, í saw an object in the sky, very 
high, at an altitudo of about five thousand feet. Tho object was due west ard was 
traveling in a westorly direction. The sky wus sonerally cloar, but there were szall 
fleecy clouds in the vicinity of tho object. Tho ob ject was oval-shaspod, greyish- 
blue in color and about five times the size of the United States Navy airp.ane, the 
"Constitution." 1 did not seo an exhaust t and I heard no sounds. «hen I first 
saw tho object, I called toa ho was stu is proporty at 
incar zu* talkin; to his sistor, wy Columous, 

hio, and asked them if they could see the object. as I pointed due west into the 
Sky, they sai. that they could see the object. as they spoke, two flares a pearod to 
drop fron the object. These were circular, and their color was si.ilar to the white 
heat fron a blast furnace. The flares wore approximtoly tho size of un avuray. search 
or floodli:ht, and they were illuminated for about one minute. tho flares remained 
stationary, one near ths lower right and tho other noar the lower loft of the object. 
They then turned yellow and were oxtinguished, first the right and then thy loft. 
Whilo th. flares hac remired stationary under the object the light had for.ed a haze 
around the phenomena, making it difficult to see it cleurly. hen the flares were ex- 
tinguished a sphere dropped from the object and settled direotly underneath it. This 
sphere was a brilliant white anu about one-fifth the size of the setting sun. The 
object and sphere then appoared to rise and both disappeared into the clouds. I can 
call nothing further concerning this incident. (C=3)

Agent's Note: inforeant WM vo his information in a sincore straightforward 
manner, with no apparent exaggeration, iie statod that informant MM who was unimown 
to hin previously, had called at his home at 2200 hours to have MQ corroborate, 
for a police report, hi discovery of the objects oarlier in the evening. 
While waitin; for tho polico to arrive, gg told qm that he had studied science 
and astronomy as a hobby, was interested in all current events, and had read many 
scientific fictional and non-fictional books. Je further stated to the undersigned 
that appeared alivhtly imaginative and acted peculiarly, Will. had irforned 

hat he had no sleep Saturday night because of worry over his wife and new- 
born baby,
